Kirkman said ‘that traffic 
signs and signals are “truly 
signs of life and the taxpayers 
themselves have paid the cost 
of erecting them on the streets 
and highways for their own 
protection.” 

He stated that 
Road Department, in its wide 
safety, 
labor in behalf of the taxpay- 
ers “of our state and it 

hooves motorists to pay care- 
ful attention to such 
symbols because they were 
erected only to save his life.”

The South Florida district 
OPS oftice has received notice 
from Washington that a na- 
tion-wide campaign to enforce 
cattle ceiling prices will start 
at once. A large part of the 
Office of Price Stabilization en- 
forcement staff will concen- 
trate on this task and meat 
experts of the district and re- 
gional offices will assist. The 
Justice Department will also 
cooperate: 

“Since we are no longer 
able to channel meat into 
normal outlets through the 
slaughter quota system, which 


Defense Production Act, there 
are growing indications of mal- 
distribution of beef supplies,” 
the OPS statement said. “This 
situation puts a strain on. legal 
prices and threatens to- move 
the available supply into few- 
er areas where higher and il- 
legal prices may be obtainable. 
There are indications that ceil- 
ing price violators are outbidd- 
ing legitimate slaughterers. As 
a result, honest packers in the 
absence of slaughter quotas 
find it difficult to get cattle 
at the legal prices and they 
are forced to reduce their cat- 
tle purchases substantially be-

STORK LAP AHEAD OF 
FATHER TIME IN FLA. 


In the unceasing battle be- 
tween life and death, the stork 
is remaining comfortably ahead 
of Father Time in the Sunshine 
State. 

So says the Florida State 
Board of Health Bureau of Vi- 
tal Statistics. In a report for. 
the first six months of this 
year, the state health agency's 
statistics bureau not that 
death came calling for 14,293 
citizens during that period, 
while births reached 32,139, ac- 
cording to State Health Officer 
Wilson T. Sowder. 

Both figures recorded gains 
over the similar period in 19- 
50. Last Year's figures were 
13,336 deaths and 29,108 births 
for the first six months. 

Heart disease continues as 
the major killer, according to 
Everett Williams, bureau di- 
rector. 

For the first six months of 
this year 4,784 persons suc- 
cumbed to various heart dis- 
orders, as compared with 4,386 
such deaths recorded in the 
similar period for 1950. 

Tuberculosis declined slight- 
ly under pressure of the sate’s 
case-finding and treatment 
program conducted by the 
State Board of Health, the 
State Tuberculosis Board, the 
Tuberculosis and Health As- 
sociation and other agencies in 
the field. Tubertulosis deaths 
were down from 259 recorded 
for the first six months of 1950 
to 246 for the similar period 
this year, 

Marriages showed definite 
gains. A total of 14,205 couples 
were wed during the first six 
months of this year, as com- 
pared with 13,623 ceremonies 
performed for the same period | 
in 1950. Divorces held fairly 
steady, with 9,391 couples cutt- 
ing the marriage knot up to 
June 30 this year, as compar- 
ed with 9,320 such actions 
during the same period in 1950. 
Deaths from auto accidents 
were down, from 419 such fa- 


talities recorded in the first 
half of 1950, to 386 for the 
same time this year. Deaths 
from other types of accidents 
grew, however, from 527 not- 
ed in the first half of 1950, 
compared with 605 such deaths 
in the first six months of 1951.
